W. A. Mackay, who owns 
a frontage of 660 feet on 
Euclid avenue, is not only 
an enthusiastic booster for 
the city and especially for 
the further beautification of 
the avenue, but also ex- 
presses his civic loyalty in 
words that mean something. 

“The parkway on Euclid 
should be extended and the 
improvement should be paid 
for by the owners of the 
frontage, and I will gladly 
pay my share of the work,” 
Mr. Mackay said. “The work 
should be started soon. It 
would be my suggestion that 
the city maintain the im- 
provement after it has been 
paid for by the residents. 
I understand that the scarc- 
ity of water is one obstacle 
in the minds of some.” 

Mr. Mackay referred to 
the Chino basin as one of 
the largest underground wa- 
ter basins in Southern Cali- 
fornia. He expressed him- 
self as being in favor of the 
city joining the Metropolitan 
Water District, and especial- 
ly so if the aqueduct is go- 
ing through Upland. 

With what appears to be 
unlimited water sources so 
near, Mr. Mackay said that 
the extension of the park- 
way should be accomplished.

Upland’s season rainfall is now 
8.32 inches, 1.63 inches of which 
has fallen since Thursday oon, 
according to rain records kept by 
J. R. Johnston at Twenty-second 
street. This figure does not in- 
clude the rain which has fallen 
since noon today. Last year’s 
season total to date still stands 
at 5.01 inches. 

Foliowing the rain the first of 
the week, light smudging in lem- 
on groves was necessary in the 
Upland district, with heavier fir- 
ing to the south and west. How- 
ever, on Wednesday the clouds 
again gathered and dissipated the 
threat of frost, witn slow rains 
again setting in. 

With all telephone lines into 
San Antonio canyon out of order 
no report as to the exact snow 
fall in the mountains was avail- 
able this morning, however the 
taountains are heavily blanketed 
with snow reported as far down 
as Seventeenth street. 

Intermittent showers with some 
sleet were continuing this after- 
noon with every promise of con- 
siderable more rain. 

The rain is being of untold bene- 
fit to all ranchers and orchardists 
who are eager to see the storm 
continue. 

Citrus growers say this will be 
an ideal precipitation if the tem- 
perature rises before the storm 
breaks, otherwise smudging may 
again be resorted to.

Third Passenger Unable to Tell 
Details of Accident at 
Etiwanda 











Said to be so drunk he was at 
\first thought dead, Timeteo Or- 
tega, San Bernardino, was unable 
today to give any details of the 
accident Wednesday night on 
Foothill boulevard near Etiwanda 
which resulted in the instant 
death of Mrs. Marie Nieves and 
injuries to her husband Juan 
Nieves which brought his death 
at San Antonio community hos- 
pital today. 

The car in which they were 
riding was coming towards Up- 
land, but who was driving and 
what caused the car to,leave the 
pavement, skid about 40 feet and 
turn over, are facts not yet 
known. 

Wiley W. Mather, who was re- 
turning from Etiwanda, was one 
of the first persons to see the 
wrecked car. The Stone Funeral 
Parlor ambulance brought the trio 
to the hospital and later Ortega 
was placed in the Upland jail for 
questioning.

Big gate receipts at foot- 
ball games are _ permissible 
and a credit to an education- 
al institution—but the use of 
the money is the factor that 
has brought disfavor on col- 
lege athletics, Coach “Fox” 
Stanton of California Insti- 
tute of Technology, said at 
the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in The Sycamores 
yesterday noon. 

Indifference of college pres- 
idents and faculties is largely 
responsible for the condition 
that has resulted in the sub- 
sidizing of athletes, he de- 
cleared and explained that 
they have let football get out 
of their control. 


“The minute you let bus- 
{ness enter football, it is no 
longer a matter of play,” 
Coach Stanton said. “The 
game is clean on the field, 
but off the field it is a mat- 
ter of gate receipts. 

“Power of spirit in sports 
is what is worth while. You 
never lose if you are fighting 
for an ideal.” 

Ideal of playing for the 
sake of playing, is Coach 
Stanton’s philosophy of hand- 
ling sports and athletes, as 
he expressed it fervently 
throughout the inspirational 
address. 

Cal-Tech’s teams are al- 
ways fighting for a _ spirit, 
for an ideal and for the sake 
of excellence, he said. He 
looks upon subsidizing of col-

“One of the things needed here is 
a carefully planned residential re- 
striction on Euclid avenue, so that 
all the houses built there would 
be in keeping with the beautiful 
avenue, And another thing, the 
parkway should be extended up 
the avenue.” 

J. F. Sawyer, chief of police— 
“I believe making Euclid avenue 
a@ one-way drive up as far as 
Eleventh street would be one of 
the best improvements that could 
be made. Just to show you one 
instance, I was coming up from 
Ontario this morning and I hap- 


pened to get behind a ‘poky’ car.

Stephen Sylvester Genung, 
prominent citizen of Upland for 
many years, died early Wednesday 
morning at his home, Fifteenth 
street and Mountain avenue, at the 
age of 74 years.

AQUEDUCT ROUTE 


Manley Told by Metropolitan 
District Officials of Pres- 
ent Surveys 





Route of the Metropolitan Water 
district may take the aqueduct 
through Upland anywhere “be- 
tween the business section and Six- 
teenth street,” Richard G. Manley, 
city engineer, was told by the 
water district officials in Los An- 
geles yesterday. 

Surveys for the routes were 
made on such a large scale that 
it is hard to determine within 300 
or 400 feet just where any one 
route will place the aqueduct, he 
was told. Geologists are now in 
the field making careful study of 
the formations and they will be in 
the Upland territory within a 
short time. 

Mr. Manley was told that the 
final route will be known within a 
few months. The officials ex- 
plained that as there are so many 
factors to be considered, it was 
impossible to give any detailed in- 
formation. 

If any one of three routes are 
finally selected, Mr. Manley was 
told, the aqueduct would go 
through Upland some place below 
Sixteenth street.

Will Come Out of Direct 
Taxation 





Students are today ‘“flooding’”’ 
the Chaffey buildings to such an 
extent that erection of new 
structures is imperative, but the 
voters will be given an opportun- 
ity to determine whether they 
want to pay for the improvements 
by a bond issue or by direct 
taxation, it was announced fol- 
lowing a meeting of the Chaffey 
board of education earlier in ine 
week. 

There are two possibilities of 
financing a building program, ac- 
cording to Dr. Merton E. Hill, 
principal, and he explained the 
plan as follows: 

“One way to provide funds is 
to vote bonds, the other is to 
‘pay as you go.’ The board has 
used both methods during the 
past 19 years. A sum of $475,- 
000 has been raised by bonds, 
$250,000 has been allocated from 
ithe maintenance funds. 

Plan For 5 Years 

“This policy has provided the 
jmecessary buildings and equipment 
|during the past. The board has 
|decided that $450,000 must be 
jraised for the next five year pe- 
| riod. This amount can be rais- 
jed by a bond issue, or it can be 
{raised on the basis of $90,000 a 
year for five years. The decision 
las to how it should be raised will 
\be decided ‘by the voters. 

“A bond issue for junior col- 
lege purposes of $250,000, and one 
‘for high school purposes of $200,- 
'000 will be submitted to the vot- 
fers with the understanding that 
|if the bond issue fails this amount 
will be raised by direct taxes dur- 
ing the next five years. 

“The public will in this way 
have the opportunity of deciding 
how they want the building pro- 
gram financed. 

Will Give Facts 

| “The board will present to the 
voters and taxpayers figures ob- 
tained from the auditor's office 
setting forth comparative tax 
rates. It will be shown clearly 
just what tax rate each plan 
would require.” 

It was explained that the board 
is impartial in the matter and 
wishes to proceed as a majority 
of the voters and taxpayers may 
desire. 

After months of study and af- 
ter consideration of proposed ar- 
chitectural plans, the board has 
decided that it is absolutely nec- 
essary to have additional junior 
college and high school buildings. 








The constant increase in the 
number of students and the out- 
look for the immediate future 


create a demand for rooms and 
equipment. ‘The board has decid- 
ed that it is wise at this time to 
plan for ‘the five-year period from 
1930 to 1935.
